Kentucky School for the Blind. 

We announced some time ago that a 
change had been effected in the manage- 
ment of the Kentucky School for the 
Blind. Mr. Brice M. PatTen was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. B. B. Huwroon as superin- 
tendent about six weeks ago, and under 
the new auspices the establishment bids 
fair to take fresh hold upon public confi- 
dence and usefulness, Mr. Hunroon is 
not only eminent as ascholar and teacher, 
but he is one of our truest and best men, 
having a large and sincere appreciation of 
the responsible and delicate duties to which 
he has been assigned. 

In our Commonwealth the blind are ed- 
ucated at the public expense. And every 
Kentuckian may feel proud at the action 
of his State in founding so long ago a 
school for the blind, and in the hearty sup- 
port that has ever since been given it. 

For over twenty-nine years the Ken- 
tucky Institation for the Blind has been in 
operation; and the imposing building that 
has been, since its erection, the most 
prominent feature of the landscape in the 
vicinity of our city, forms a noble monu- 
ment to the munificence and wisdom of 
the State. A visit to its beautiful grounds, 
and an inspection of its varied and costly 
educational appliances, by which things 
visible’ become tangible, are sources 
of pleasure to the idle and curious, and of 
gratitude to the serious and thoughtful. 

One who for the first time sees their em- 
bossed books, their raised maps and globes, 
their frames with movable types for math- 
ematical calculations, their devices for 


writing, and all the many aids se- 
cured for their progress, wonders 
not only at t readiness and 


rapidity with which those who apparently 
lack the most important element of success 
seize upon and make good use of the means 
furnished them to acquire an education, 
but also at the ingenuity and skill that are 
manifested in the contrivance and con- 
struction of their apparatus. 

These appliances have been, of course, 
the result of expertence, and much remains 
to be invented and devised before those 
interested in the welfare of the blind will 
be satisfied. Occasionally a man of large 
means appears who is ready and eager to 
devote his money and his talents to the 


members of the Legislature, but every one 
who reads thie article and knows of any 
blind child who Ought to be partaking of 
the advantages offered in this ‘school, will 
make it a matter of personal responsibility 
to secure its admission there at once. 

The school is designed not only for those 
totally blind, but also for those whose 
sight is so poor as to prevent them from 
obtaining an education in our common 
schools, 

This institution isin no respect an asy- 
lum, and the law that established it pro- 
vides that pupils admitted within its walls 
shall be of sound mind and body, and be- 
tween the ages of six and sixteen. Expe- 
rience has proved beyond ‘question that it 
is within these ages that the blind may be 
taught tothe best advantage in the ordina- 
ry branches of education; nevertheless 
blind persons over sixteen years of age are 
received for instruction in the mechanical 
department. We hope soon to be able to 
report to our readers that this school, so 
nobly devised and generously maintained 
by our State, is filled to its utmost capacity, 
and doing all -the good it is able to do in 
behalf of these who deserve so much our 
best attention, and wisest solicitude, the 
blind children of Kentucky.

To the Editor of the Courier- Journal.] 
PurLapeLraia, Oct. 24, 1871.

Now, sir, I am one of 
these who consider a man is fit 
for any place for which his intellect and 
ability qualify him, and 1 have been strongly 
disposed to think that, even in this most en- 
lightened city, the people are of the same 
opinion. 

We have a saying in the country—of which 
Iam a native—that Sause for the goose is 
sauce for the gander,’’ and I could not resist 
the temptation which presented itself, when 
reading, in my quiet hotel, the “Evenmg 
Telegraph, of this city, of giving a corner in 
your paper to the paragraph I cut therefrom, 
from whieh you will see that one of its 
population as even to pl that 
a man of education, and a graduate of a 
college, à colored physician”—even one— 
may be admitted to the same rights as a 
White“ man.

Theodore Thomas. 

The ce ond of the Thomas Concerts was even 
more brilliant than the first, Weisiger Hall was 
packed in every part; and a better dressed and 
showyer audience—embracing a larger number 
of thoroughly pretty women—could hardly be 
eonceived. Everybody and everybody's sweet- 
heart were there, and likewise the wives and 
mothers of the community; and all, we suppose, 
because it was Friday night, for the programme 
was of the most classic sort. We take it that 
Mr. Thomas arranged it upon the idea that, it 
being Friday night, he would get the 
cattle anyhow, and so resolved to give the mu 
sical elite their belly full of Beethoven, Wagner 
and Mendelssohn. He was right enough in this, 
albeit at the expense of popularity; sand 
the result was satisfactory even to bon ton. 
For it must be undef#®jod that our riffraff of 
the seeond heavens like to be considered artis- 
tic, and. though they may not have two ideas 
above a land terrapin, as far as classic music is 
concerned, they will go as wild as the wildest 
over Wagner and his muste of the future,” 
This, however, is not to the purpose. We were 
about to say that the concert was a success 
commercially, artstocratically and artistically: 
yielding profit to the management, pleasure to 
the musical and a grand occasion to the swells 
o every sex and condition. 

The concert began with Beethoven's sym- 
phony (No. 5, C minor), and ended with the Kai- 
ser March, which may be described as a splendid 
transcription and elaboration of Luther’s Hymn 
in Herr Wagner's best vein, and not a march at 
all. Saltarello, marked on the bills as new, and 
credited to Gounod, and some running fantasies 
on A number of Hungarian airs, with piago and 
orchestra, were the only things that hed 
the popular, and they were a little over the av- 
erage. The Midsummer Night's Dream overture 
was rendered with great beauty and delicacy. 
But so much may be said of all the interpreta- 
tions ef this superb orchestra. 

Miss Maria Krebs showed to better advantage 
in the selections from Chopin and Weber which 
she played in the second part. She plays with 
real brilliancy, but, like most pianists in whom 
the brilliant has been highly cultivated,somewhat 
of tenderness is sacrificed in her playing. She fol 
lowed Chopin in all of the curious and out-of-the- 
way nooks with skill, bat not with feeling. Her 
rendering of a tarrantelle movement from Weber 
was the better performance of the two. Mias 
Krebs, however, is still a very young pianist, and 
has a bright promise before her. 

‘The hit of the evening was made by Mr. Liste- 
man, Violinist, who played an exquisite thing out 
of Paganini, reminding one of Vieuxtemps in 
Vieuxtemps' earlier acd better method.

Inquest on the Body ot the Murdered 
Man- Reports as to the Cause 
of the Crime. 


— — 


The Woman in < 128 9 Case. 


——— 


At 8 o'clock yesterday morning, Coroner 
Weber impanvied & jury and held an inquest 
on the body of J. F. ‘Wiliams, the soldier who 


firmed dhs acetal ttn in the CovgssrJovr- 
NAL 80 far as the killing was eonostned, which 
was, of course, the only.subject of inquiry. 

Dr. 8. H. Horn testified that he had been called 
to examine the wound, and found the large ar- 
tery in the temple cut by the Mall, the upper jaw 
broken and the lower jaw also broken into four 
pieces. The ball had passed out of the jaw and 
through the left shoulder, coming out under the 
left. The man had bied to death in two minutes, 
having expired before Dr. Horn reached the 
spot. The mazzie of the gun was 80 close to 
Williams’ face when the shot was fired that the 
cheek was disfigured with burning powder 

Eugene Hyatt was standing near the center of 
the quarters, about four o'clock im the afternoon, 
when be heard a gun fired behind him, and, wheel 
ing around, saw Daly in the act of throwing the 
gun forward on Williams, who was falling. Wil- 
Hams and the gun feli to the ground together. 
Witness was some twel e or fifteen feet from the 
parties whenthe show ing oceurred. The mo- 
ment he saw what had happened he sprang for- 
ward to the spot. Willisms gave no sign of life, 
after being shot, except a slight movement of 
the eye. Witness arres ed Daly, when the latter 
remarked that he was . to hang; he had 
fulfilled his oath.“ 

Thomas D. Godman was standing at the upper 
end of the quarters, opposite to where the shoot- 
ing occurred. He happened to look in that di- 
rection and saw Daly just in the act of fring. In 
fact the shot was made at the instant that wit- 
ness caught sight of the parties. Daly threw the 
gun forward on Williams, who fell backward, the 
blood gushing from him. Witness ran to the 
spot, but Williams was dead when he reached 
him. 

Ww. Tur key was sitting on his bunk near by at 
tle time of the murder. He heard the shot and 
the exclamation, ‘‘Daly, you s~ ofa b—h!" and 
instantly looking up saw Daly holding the gun in 
a position to fire; saw him throw the gun for- 
ward; saw Sergeant Hyatt arrest him, and heard 
him say that he was satisfied; he had fulfilled 
hisoath." Witness saw the bullet picked up 
from the floor by a little boy. 

John D. Clark said that a short time before the 
murder Daly came and sat on his bunk, Daly 
was crying. and said that women ard whisky had 
been hie ruin. John Clark told him to go away, 
when Daly rose and went away from the bunk, 
and in a few moments he saw Daly point the gun 
et Williams and fire. [The rest of the witness’ 
testimony was similar to that of the other wit- 
Desses. | 

Joseph Naser saw the gun in Daly's hand at the 
moment of firing. 

James F. Oimaby was at Daly's bunk, and 
Daly asked him for a smoke; then took down his 
gun from the rack, saying that he wanted to 
clean it. Williams came across to borrow a 
blacking brush, and commenced blackiag his 
shoes, when witness beard a shot, and Dalyls 
remark [previously quoted.] The rest of his 
testimony wae corroborative of the other wit- 
perses}. 

The gun with which the bloody deed was com- 
mitted was produced. It was a breech-loading 
Springfield rifle of the latest pattern, 50-100ths 
calibre, and probably the best arm of the kind 
in the service. The ball was also exhibited. It 
weighs about 70 graina, and was flattened as if it 
had been shot against a piece of iron. 

The coroner's jury rendered the following ver- 
dict: 

„We, the jury, find that J. F. Williams came to 
his death from a gunshot wound inflicted by T. 
J. Daly with a Springfield rifle. 

Daly was arraigned in the City Court yesterday 
morning, and bis case continued till Tuesday 
next. 

Previcus to his enlistment Daly worked in ths 
Kentucay Lead Works in this vity, Williams is 
said to have belonged to Richmond, Va. 

The reputations of the prisoner and his victim 
are by no means the best in their command. 
They were not generally liked by their comrades. 
The reports attributing the cause of the diffi- 
culty to Williams’ connection with Daly's wife, 
or former wife, are believed by some 
and doudted by others. The story of the 
latter's domestic trouble is true. He was 
married three years ago, and his wife has been 
separated from him for the greater part of that 
time. She avers that she could not live with 
him on account of his ill-treatment of her, and 
says that she separated from him a long time 
before she met Williams. We believe she claims 
that she gota divorce from Daly and was then 
married to Williams. The woman with whom 
they have been boarding for some time state 
that they lived very quietly and peaceably to- 
gether, Mrs. Daly or Mrs. Williams, whichever she 
may be, tells a story of Daly having met her 
since her connection with Williams and told her 
that he had re enlisted for the purpose of killing 
Williams whenever a good opportunity should 
offer, and that be would then kill her and be 
ready to die himself. But, upon her threat qning 
to expose his intentions and have him arrested, 
he begged her to say nothing and promised not 
to harm Williams in any way. The woman 
seemed to be greatly distressed by the death of 
the murdered man, who, whether her story of a 
second marriage is true or not, had been in the 
babi: of speaking of her as his wife. 

We give only the plain facts of the case as far 
as could be ascertained, and carefully avoid ex- 
pressing any Opinion as to the cause of the 
trouble, in order not to prejudice the case. in the 
slightest, as there are two stories in regard to 
this point, the common report attributing it to 
domestic trouble, and the prisoner's own ver- 
sion, given yesterday, charging it to the quarrel- 
someness of the murdered man. 
this much, that we have no doubt the investiga- 
tion of the affair will develop a phase of human 
character which will be as Interesting a study as 
any in the annals < of crime.

Messrs. Ewing, Stuart, 
Burlingame, Saulsberry and Plumadore were ap 
pointed as the committee. 

A committee of three, cons's ing of Messers. 
Lee, Stealey and Stuart. were appointed to see 
the old members of the Inatitute and get them to 
attend the next meeting. 

Speeches were made by Messrs. Howard, Lee 
and Stuart, urging interest in the cause. 

It was moved that a meeting be held next Fri- 
day night.

It is evident from the spirit that ani- 
mated the meeting that the people of the city 
would soon have their libraries in use, and a 
good reading-room established. 

After some minor discussion, the meeting ad 
journed to meet on next Friday night at a place 
to be designated by the committee. 


Kuklax in Indiana. 

We learn on what we regard as good authority 
that Harrison county, Indiana, has a band of 
reguiators numbering about sixty determined 
men, who have usurped to themselves the pre- 
rogative of dispensing summary justice, or, just 
as likely, injustice, to offenders or supposed 
offenders against the statutes of Indiana. The 
organization of the band has been called into 
existence by numerous petty thefts which have 
from time to time been committed upon good, 
law-abiding citizens in that county. 

The members tave their grips and signs. One 
sign is certainly very easily understood by a 
mind of even less than ordinary discernment. 
When they are satisfied of the rascality of 
an individual they drop a byndle of switches at 
his door, which is a signal that the party must 
depart the neighborhood or take the conse- 
quences. 

On last Saturday night they whipped three in- 
dividuals who, they were well satisfied, had been 
guilty of a number of thefts recently committed, 
The whipping took place at Sharp's M Us, on 
Blue river, and such an unmerciful threshing no 
three men have lately received in Harrison 
county.
